It becomes clearer the more the Reed 


tariff bill is stnrlicd that it is nothing 
more than Mr. Heed's bid for tho enp- 
porfcof the tariff barons, an afterthought 
growing out of the discovery that his

It was un- 
derstood tlmt considerable canvassing for 
new members had been done by both 
parties to the controversy, ami it was felt 
by some that the admission of new . mem- 
bers ut this point might have its effect 
upon tho deliberations. O. 'A. Merrill 
moved that the article be passed. 


Mr. Murphy again raised the point that 


the meeting was illegal, it the charge was 
true that not all the names of applicants 
for membership were included in the 
warrant by the standing committee. C. 
AV. Durant said he had giveu names to the 
chairman 
of 
the 
standing committee 


which "were not included iu the warrant. 


Mr' Murphy asked if the standing com- 


mittee had anything to say to that charge. 
He believed if the bylaws of the society 
are disregarded by one of the committees, 
the members should be given the reason"; 
Xo response was given by the standing 
committee. 


Charles Hx Richardson thought it was 


advisable to" settle the legality of the 
meeting. 
In -answer to the moderator, 


Mr. Durant said the -warrant _fpr__this 
meeting, when presented to him, had 
been signed by four .members of tlie 
standing committee. • He had not been 
informed of any meeting of the standing 
committee, and tho names of applicants 
for membership in his possession he gave 
to the chairman when told a meeting of 
the society was to he held. 


The second article in the warrant was 


passed, notwithstanding the claim .of an 
illegal meeting being held. 


Tlie third article was to see if any ac- 


tion would be taken toward calling a. pas- 
tor. It was passed on motion of Andrew 
Liddeli. Mr. Merrill then presented a 
preamble and resolutions, which were dis- 
cussed for more than an hour. 
' The preamble recited the disturbed re- 
lations between the church and society, 
made the assertion that the church legally 
was without a pastor, and called attention 
to the mortgage placed on the "clrurch as 
the result of borrowing SGOOO tp meet all 
the indebtedness. The resolution pledged 
the members to lease the church property 
for a term of years, the lessees to receive 
the rentals and assume all indebtedness 
and pay all bills of the society, aud con- 
tinue to hold the property for Congrega- 
tional church worship. 
. 


.It was provided that if the building 


was destroyed by lire or any other calam- 
ity, or if the lessees failed to comply 
with the terms of the lease there should be 
a forfeiture of the lease. 


Mr. Carter, who spoke in favor of .these 


propositions, referred to the recent trou- 
bles, and thought by the adoption of this 
preamble and resolution peace and har- 
mony would be again restored. 


He maintained there was no intention 


to discontinue public worship in 
the 


church, but he -did believe Mr. Kenngott 
had no right to occupy the pulpit. An- 
swering Mr. Murphy's -inquiry, Mr..Car- 
ter s;ii(l the members of the society felt 
thoy had'the right to stop Mr. Kenngott 
from entering the pulpit, but they did not 
waiit a scene. 


Mr. Murphy and M. C. True sharply at- 


tacked the propositions advocated by Mr. 
Carter. Mr. True said it was evident 
that peace was- to come in the church 
when the majority were willing to allow 
the minority to have their way. He said 
it was contended by the church members 
that there is a pastor. The members have 
not. given.up their seats. He was here for 
information, but the opposition,who disre- 
gard the bylaws, aro not willing to give 
the information. 


Charles H. Richardson said he1 was un- 


able to find anything iu the bylaws of the 
society which allowed the majority to dic- 
tate to the church members or to lease the 
church. 


James S. Murphy, said he had not time 


to investigate /the deeds of the church 
property, but he did .not believe the so- 
ciety ever' paid the church members a dol- 
lar for tho property which it now proposes 
to lease. He- believed - the society was 
only given the property' in trust for the 
church members, in order that there shall 
be a place of worship. 


In this case, Mr: Murphy contended 


there was considerable .dispute .and the 
members of the society should hesitate 
about leasing -the property. Personally 
he thouglit the intended proceeding was 
outrageous, and "it Was known to those 
who proposed to carry it out that public 
opinion was against it. . ' 
• " 


Mr. Murphy concluded by saying that 


in this case a majority of three 'members I 
in the society proposed1 to do something 
against the wishes of a large majority of 
the congregation.

The moderator decided that only a 


majority was required ' to authorise, the 
lease. The vote in favor of authorizing 
the lease was SI to 26. Mr. Murphy an- 
nounced it was his intention to contest 
the legality of the meeting.

KNOTTT PROBLEM. PRESENTED 


TO CONGRESS 


In a Communication,. 3?rom Secre- 


tary of State, 


i^, -Jan. 24.—The president 


yesterday sent to congress, an answer to a 
resolution asking information concerning 
tho treatment by Turkey of naturalized 
American citizens of Armenian birth. 
Tho answer is in the form of a letter from 
tho secretary of state to the president, and 
is as follows: 


To the President: Tho undersigned, -secre- 


tary of state, to whom way addres4ed a reso- 
lution passed in the senate of the United States 
on the 10th last., directing the secretary of 
stale "to inform, the sonate, if consistent with 
the public interests, first, whether naturalized 
citizens of tho United States of Armenian birth 
are nilo-.ved to visit Turkey on busings'? or to 
visit their families, and whether United States 
purports held by them are recognized by th« 
Turkish government? 


"S'.fcoiiily, whether tho families of such nat- 


nralizod citizeiis, residing in Turkey", are per 
hi it toil to leave tho Country and como to the 
Unitwl States; also, whether naturalized'clt 
izena of tho United States of Armenian birth 
have the warao rights and promotion in tha 
country ;LS havo naturalized citizens oE Groat 
Britaiii, France,.Gormany or Kussia?" has tho 
honor to lay before the president tho follow 
ins report upon the subject matter oE the 
aforesaid resolution, to tho end that the samo 
jnuy be transmitted to the senate In answer 
thereto should such course not bo deemod in- 
compatible with the public interests: 


In unhwer to the firat inquiry, the published 


correspondence in the volumes of the foreign 
relations for tho post two years, together with 
tho statdtnunts made by the president in his 
recent annual message, show that the Turk- 
ish government claims the right to exclude 
from tho OttomaU territories, or to deport in 
cose thoy be found therein, naturalized citi- 
zens of the United States of Armenian birtll- 
who havo become sueh naturalized citizens 
without imperial consent ainco the year ]SG9. 
This right-ia claimed in exercise of a preroga- 
tive of sovereignty aa an executive measure 
in regard to aliena whose presence in the em- 
pire may bo (laetnod prejudlcal to tho public 
interest. 


Its enforcement in regard to snch persons 


ban not been opposed, nor has remonstranca 
been in ado save in the case of, arrtst or puni- 
tivo proceedings against tho parties on- the 
pround of their having become citiz&ns of tha 
United States without imperial permission. 
Unitod States paasporta, held by persons so 
situated, aro recognized "by. the Turkish au- 
thorities aa evidence of the fact of naturaliza- 
tion and citizenship, but the recognition so ac- 
corded does not prejudice tho erercise of tha 
sovereign rights of. exclusion or expulsion for 
the caupfis anated. 


Tho law of Turkey, like that of Hnssia and 


some other countries, does not recognize tin* 
permitted change of allegiance by a Turkish 
subject; bur-, although no treaty of naturaliza- 
tion exists between the United States and Tur- 
key in the regulation of this point, no instance 
has yet- "been pressed by the Turkish govern- 
ment in uasDrtion of a right to treat the indi- 
vidual as a Turkish subject or to punish him 
for tho alleged offense of becoming a citizen of 
a foreign state withotit permission. 


•^Reply to Second Inquiry. 


The second branch of the senate inquiry 


covers two distinct matters. It is askod, iu the 
first place, whether the families of such natur- 
alized citizens, residing in Turkey, are per- 
mitted to leave that country and come to the 
United States, By the families of such natur- 
alized citizens the resolution is presumed to 
ir-ean the wives and minor children, who alone 
micht, when tho jurisdiction oC the United 
States, be held tojacquire citizenship through 
the naturalization, of the husband or father. 


The naturalization laws of the United States 


being obviously framed to pennic the be- 
stowal o£ the franchise of citizenship upon 
certain persons of alien birth who are within 
its jurisdiction—and the application of these 
statutes being entrusted to the Judicial branch 
—it is clear that they cannot operate to na- 
turalize by indirection or by executive inter- 
pretation a person who is an alien by birth and 
origin who lias never been within the Jurisdic- 
tion of the United States and who at the time 
may be dwelling within a foreign jurisdiction. 


The Turkish government has on several oc- 


casions permitted the emigration oK the wives 
and children ot Turkish subjects who had 
como to the United States and here acquired 
citizenship, leaving their families behind 
them. It has even permitted the emigration 
of other kinsmen to a degree not within the 
purview of the naturalization laws of the 
United States, It hag also, asserting a discre- 
tionary power in the premises, refused to per- 
mit The emigration of the families of natural- 
ized Armenians, even within the marital or 
filial degree. 


The good offices of the United States .minis- 


ter iirs uniformly exerted on all proper oc- 
casions to assist the emigration, of snch per- 
sons, upon permission properly secured from 
thf^Turkish authorities, and when funds have 
been assured to pay tho journey he hay assisted 
their departure. Ho has likewise assisted the

worship is one of the most honorable and 
Important offices under tho Chinese gov- 
ernment. ' Yang Yu's duties will be to at- 
tend the emperor when he poes to tho 
emit altar of the Temple of Heaven, near 
Pekin, to offer sacrifices, and he will pro- 
side over the board of oiliciaU which 
makes the preparations for those impos- 
ing ceremonies. They occur five or six 
times u ye;ir; have retained their main 
fontures for more than 300U years> and in 
Homo respecis closely resemble 'the ancieut 
Jewish rite.-. 


Thuro are four supreme objects of wor- 


ship to which sacrifices are offered: Tien, 
the heavens, which are the sublime mani- 
festation, of the great creator; Ti, tho earth, 
which is tho source of food and wealth; 
Tai Mlaee, the ancestors of tho emperor, 
and Shio Tsih, the god of grain, who itf 
the special patron of the present dynasty. 
There are other minor deities to which 
sacrifices arc also offered, each haying a 
separate temple in Pekin 


The Jtodo or \VoT«hIp. 


The emperor alone conducts worship al 


the sroat altar of heaven, for he, being 
Tien-Tsz, the son of heaven, is co-ordinata 
with the deities named, their vice-regent 
and the third of the Chinese trinity (San 
Tsal) of heaven, earth und man. When ha 
worships heaven the emperor .wears robet 
of blue, which correspond to the color ot 
tho sky. When ho worships the earth ha 


puts on yellow, tho color of the soil, and 
for the other ceremonies he has special re- 
galia. . .

On the evening before the appointed 


day he goes from his palace to the grea3 
altar, a.distance of about two miles, in 
the sttita car drawn by an elephant, and 
escorted by 1000 or more grandees, cour- 
tiers and'other officials, and in the palaco 
of fasting spends tho night in fasting and 
meditation. 


The sacrifices consist of spotless white 


bullocks, with silks, jade and other valua- 
bles. The animals are slaughtered*and 
piles of fuel arc arranged by attendants 
during the uighc, and ac sunrise tho em- 
peror appears in his priestly robes, at- 
tended by certain officials o£ tho court., 
who stand by him while he applies ths 
torch and assists In tho procession.
